THE McLEOD PILGRIMAGE

But in 1847 McLeod received a 
letter from a son at Adelaide 
Australia, telling of a soft climate 
and it was decided, despite the 
fact that McLeod was then 66, that 
the colony should go there. Two 
ships were built, the Highland 
Lass and the Margaret. The form- 
er was in. but the latter 
got away in 1852 with McLeod, 
three sons and three daughters 
and 136 of his people After 
months of wandering at sea the 
Margaret reached Adelaide, but 
conditions there did not suit Mc- 
Leod, who ordered progress to 
Melbourne. That place was then 
ia the midst of the gold fever, no 
place for God-fearing Scots; 
Leod was much worried until he 
had a dream telling him to take 
his people to New Zealand 

Thither the Scots went, in a 
strange ship, the Margaret having 
been sold, and eventually landed 
at Adelaide. There McLeod went 
to a place revealed to him in his 
dream ‘he later called it Mount 
Pisgah) and there the wander- 
ings ended. Joined later by the 
party on the Highland Lass, Mc- 
Leod’s people were able to buy 
15,000 acres at ten shillings an 
acre. Once they got settled they 
sent word back to Cape Breton 
with the result that between 1851 
and 1860 over 1,000 foik went 
south to found the New Zealand 
dairy industry and three quarters 
of a century later ship butter to

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


A couple of days ¢go ] promised to tell the story 
of the miracle of Schwanenkirchen. Here it 
condensed from a longer article in the Golden Age 
The magazine will have to seek a new title if the 
principles it discusses come into general use. The 
story tells how a working community crushed by 
a@ money shortage in a gold standard age, found eco- 
nomic salvation in paper certificates 


Schwanenkirchen is a mining village in Ba- 
varia. Bavaria has been called the “German Si- 


beria". The villages in its dark forests are with- 
out electric light and sewerage and other modern 
conveniences. For five years before 1930, the coal 
mine which was the foundation of Schwanen- 
kirchen's industrial life, had been closed down. 
Tradesmen were idle, the peasantry destitute and 
} business men near to bankrutpcy. The mine shaft 

filled with water. Miners and their families sub- 

sisted on scant municipal relief. Five years of 

industrial stagnation had wrought a heavy toll on 
the happiness and prosperity of Schwanenkirchen. 

Then in 1930 the miracle happened. The mine 
pumps cleared the shaft of water; workmen went 
singing to work; landlords who had given up hope 
of getting rents, were paid; the butcher and grocer 
and tailor had customers galore. Instead of parad- 
ing for a dole the workers had the means of pur- 
chasing their needs. Where and poverty 
| and hopelessness had reigned, happiness and com- 
fort and security returned

How was the miracle wrought? After five years 
of inability to get any banker or capitalist to ad- 
vance him money with which to put the mine into 
operation again, the owner, Mr. Hebecker, in 1930, 
learned of some so-called Free Economy advocates 
} Just as the unemployed in Regina and other places 
have formed Self-Help Associations to enable them 
toe work without money when money is scant and 
dear, these Free Economy people had formed a 
“Waera” Exchange Association. 

What is a “waera"? It sounds like one of How- 
ard Scott's “ergs,” but it doesn’t renounce cur- 
rency so utt as the “erg” which is to be an 
absolute exchange standard of energy. The waera 
is a yellow slip of paper, issued by the Waera Ex- 
change Association in lieu of money. Each waera 
has a value of one Reichsmark. Mr. Hebecker 
found it easier to get 50,000 waera as a loan on his 
mine than to get Reichsmarks.

The waera has one paramount characteristic 
{| which makes it resemble the “erg” more than the 
| Reichsmark. It has to be used; it cannot be hoard- 
ed. Each holder of a note has on the first of the 
month to affix a stamp to it for 1 per cent of its 
|} face value fter this it passes at its face value 
| for another month. 

| People hoard Reichsmarks and sovereigns and 
i dollars for the sake of the interest they get on their 
savings acco they don't hoard waera. It would 
cost them 12 per cent to hoard waera. At the end 
of eight years and four months of hoarding they 
would have no value at all. The holder of waera 
has to get rid of them to avoid deprecaition 
are in a state of permanent circulation.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy ull 


We have today the appalling and almost unbe- 
lievable spectacle of thousands of peuple actually 
starving and the blame is laid by some economists 


to an overproduction of the very necessities and 
luxuries of life that would correct hunger and im- 


poverishment. A great many solutions for over. 


coming the world economic depression have been 
offered, but most of these will require a great deal 
of time to achieve, even if they prove practicable. 


Meanwhile, immediate relief is required for the 
hungry unemployed who cannot obiain work and 
for the farmer who cannot obtain a decent price 
for his products. Charitable measures, whether pub- 
lic or private, cannot possibly cope with this situa- 
tion and some other measure must be devised. 

It is not my intention to write an article on eco- 
nomics or charity, but, as I look over the situation, 
my experience as a dietitian may be of some as- 
sistance. I know that wheat has formed the princi- 
pal staple food in both Europe and North America 
for a great many years and yet we find the price 
of wheat lower than it has been since Elizabethan 
days—the price so low that'many farmers feel it 
does not pay to harvest their crops. Wheat is a 
life-sustaining food, it has furnished the basis of 
nutrition in most of the greatest civilizations of the 
earth. When we study back into the greatest eras 
of Egyptian, Roman, European and American de- 
velopment, we find wheat as the principal source 
of nourishment 

Everyone will agree that we have an overpro- 
duction of wheat that cannot readily be sold at a 
price which will bring a reasonable return to the 
farmer, yet this condition could be easily remedied 
If every family in this country purchased a few 
pounds of the entire whole wheat, the overproduc- 
tion wheat troubles would be immediately corrected 
and the health of many people would be benefited 
by the use of the entire wheat with all of its 
vitalized minerals and vitamins present as Nature 
intended 

A short time ago I received this letter; “A part 
of my duty is to help solve unemployment food 
problems. For many years I have been familiar 
with your work and am now looking for menus 
and recipes which will give variety to a wholel 
wheat diet as the chief basis of food for those fed 
by the public. I intend to give the poor a chance 
for wheat at absolute cost. About what propor- 
tion of a diet should whoje wheat be? I deem it a 
favor to the hungry if you will give me some varia- 
tions and suggested additions fo the proposed wheat 
relief diet. L. H. Irvine.” I was very pleased to 
receive this letter because I believe that it is a step 
in the right direction. Whole wheat and whole- 
wheat products can be the basis of a successful diet. 

I am not speaking now of refined wheat products. 
Again going back into history we find that the de- 
cline of Egypt and Rome began when the wealthy 
ruling classes gave up the use of the entire grains 
and began to use bolted sifted flours from which 
most of the vitalized mineral elements had been 
removed. The same thing may be going on un- 
knowingly under our very eyes today. I believe 
that, if people could be educated into knowing the 
value and uses of the entire wheat grain, the gen- 
eral health as well as the economic situation would 
be improved 

Sometime ago, while lecturing in Vancouver, 
B.C., I suggested that the unemployed use a regular 
house-to-house canvass selling the entire grain 
wheat in five pound bags together with a leaflet 
giving methods of preparing it. At present prices 
this could be profitably done for about twenty- 
five cents a bag. There are many ways in which 
the entire unground grain can be used in the diet 
so as to provide delicious yet nourishing meals. It 
it a disgrace to our civilization that farmers some- 
times find it necessary to burn wheat for fuel be- 
cause they cannot afford to buy coal, and at the 
same time masses of people are hungry for want 
of food, and I am pleased to see that movements 
are under way to bring about a greater distribution 
of whole wheat and other entire grain products. 
However, the public must be educated into the 
methods for obtaining the greatest value out of 
the natural grains
